job of s]>raying trees and bushes the

Elaborate calculations have been 
made by hiolojfical experts and it has 
been determined how many insects 
are put out of commission during' the 
nesting season by a single pair of adult 
birds through the destruction of the 
insects themselves and their eggs and 
lavae. which would later develop into 
insects. The amount when multiplied 
by the number of birda in a aingia 
State becomes ahnoat unbelievable.

MITAL MINING HAS HARD 

YEAR IN CALIFORNIA. 



Washington. Jan. 'i. — Preliminary 
figures on metal niining for llf.'O in 
California. New Mexico, Sotith IJa- 
kota and Texas were announced to- 
night by the Geological .Survey and 
that the metal mining industry gen- 
erally was in a depressed state in 
those .States during the year 

"The outstanding and unprecedent- 
ed feature of nu'tal mining in Calif- 
ornia iti the survey said, "was 
the closing down of a j;rc,it luiMiber of 
the largest gold and ( ooper mines, 
particularly in the inoilu ■ lode region, 
where some of the mines that were 
once among the largest in the State 
stopped work, several of them per- 
manently. 

"Anf)ther feature of the year was 
the restriction of the supply of power 
by hydro-electric companies in the 
I'all. which atTccted the deep mines of 
all classes, as well as the dredging 
companies I"or lack of this usual 
power some mines had to cloe al- 
together and others were compelled 
to restrict operations. 

"The hardships suffered by the gold 
miners in the foothill aud mountain 
countries have partly depopulated 
towns and camps and even counties. 
Numerous mines are being allowed to 
till with water and some reduction 
plants have been virtnalljr abandon- 
ed."
